Denounced — Resolu- 
tions adopted 


BOSTON. Feb. 1?.—At ihe patriotic 


jnass meeting in Tr&mont Temple yes- 
terday afternoon attended 
by 
oOOi) 


prominent 
citizens, President Wilson 


was applauded for severing diplomatic 
relations with Germany and it was 
made plain that, if it was found neces- 
sary for the United States to go a step 
farther and openly join 
the entente 


allies, that position would also be 
enthusiastically 
endorsed. 


There way nothing hysterical about 


the meeting—it was dignified enough 
—but the applause was of an empha- 
tic character whenever reference was 
made to any sentiment which refused 
to brook further insult from Ger- 
many. 


The speakers were Hon. Joseph A.

In his introductory iuldrrss Hon. 


Joseph A. Conry said, in part: 


"Two weeks have passed since Pres- 


ident Wilson decided to .sever diplo- 
matic relations with Germany, 
after 


two 
years' 
negotiations 
with that 


country marked by forbearance akin 
to sympathy on the part of President 
Wilson and arrogance, brutality and 
deceit on the part of Germany." 


He sketched briefly the events which 


led up to the break, culminating with 
Germany's notice of Jan. lil, that she 
was going to sink every ship that 
dared to venture into her self-estab- 
lished sphere. 


"This," he said, "is ihe country that 


has been crying" piteously for the free- 
dom of the seas. 
She has created :i 
territory of her own in the oceans of 
the earth—a direct, violation of the 
freedom of the tseaw, and carrying1 with, 
it the loss of a yinfilr* American life 
is virtually a declaration of war. Rut- 
land has declared y, blockade of Ger- 
man ports, but has never sunk a mer- 
chantman.

FIRST NATIONAL FOREST ItOAD 
WASHINGTON. Feb. IS.—The secre- 


tary of agriculture lias authorized the 
location'survey of a. section of the flr?t 
project in road construction submitted 
under the "National Forest section" of 
the Federal Aid Road act. This section 
is the only one in the law which pro- 
vides for actual construction of roads 
by the federal government. Roads built 
under authority of this part of the Jaw 
are designed primarily to promote eco- 
nomic development and to serve public 
convenience in localities where 
much 


of the land is in national forests. The 
proposed road on which action is taUen 
is in the Apache national forest, Green- 
lee county, Arizona. 


The preliminary estimate of the cost 


of construction of the 71 miles of road 
to be surveyed is 
$342,000. 
Greenlee 


county proposes to hold a bond election 
to raise the necessary 
funds to con- 


tribute 50 per cent of this amount. An 
additional "9 miles of road in Apache 
county will be necessary to complete 
the project and. according to the pre- 
liminary estimate, will bring the total 
cost to $420,000.

The old civiliz.ation, based upOn something in the nature o£ hero 


worship, i.s dying hard in the trenches of Bui-ope. 


The people who biindly follow the magnates of a particular dynasty 


in the hatchery and debauchery o£ the human raco, will soon have a 
rude awakening-thai is such of them as are fortunate enough to 


fcurvive. 


Here in this nation, while watching the transition that is being 


wrought, by the terrible conflict now raging- in Europe, we have an oppor- 
tunity to deliberate calmly upon what it ail moans, what will be the 
result to the nations involved and what to the neutrals that have thus 
far kept out of the seething maelstrom of death and destruction. 


It may mean the establishment of a new civilization that will be 


based upon truth, justice and human rights rather than upon the un- 
bounded ambitions of despotic rulers in their efforts to dominate the 


world. 


The highways of commerce have been blocked with engines ot death 


jind even our national rights have been invaded to such an extent that 
it is now problematic whether we too shall have to enter the world 
struggle in self defense. 


The situation that confronts this republic at present casts us very 


largely upon our own resources. 
It has not occurred to many of our 


'citizens that our commerce at sea has been conducted in foreign bot- 
toms, chiefly British, and that in face of the present cataclysm it is 
threatened with paralysis. That shows the absolute necessity of building 
up a merchant marine and a navy to defend our merchant ships in every 
quarter of the globe. 


Without this we shall never be commercially independent, and we 


shall be unable to meet the demands of the European countries for 
Machinery and supplies of all kinds during the years of reconstruction 
ihat are to follow the war. 


But this is not enough. 
Fully as important and as necessary to 


the well-being of this nation as .an army and a navy is the development 
and mobilization of agriculture throughout the land. 
We must rely 


upon agriculture as the domestic safeguard of the nation, whether in 
peace or in war, fully as much as upon the army and the navy. 


The area under production must, therefore, be extended and the 


government must offer encouragement and protection to the farmers to 
prevent the profits that should be theirs being captured by the middle- 


men and the speculators. 


The agricultural industry must be fostered, organized and rendered 


so efficient that there will be enough produced for the country's needs 
and a surplus for export. 


No longer can the. government allow the political driving force of 


the nation to he exerted mainly in behalf of other industries to the 
neglect of agriculture and its needs. Wo must get back to the land as 
the source of wealth. Had not Germany fostered agriculture, the empire 
would not have been able to withstand a- blockade of over two years, 
relying mainly upon the products of her own soil. 
This is one thing in 


the German system that we may well copy, while, at the same time we 
hope to see the spirit of militarism, of which she presents the highest 
type, banished from the earth to be supplanted by the arts of peace. 


Thus we must strive for greater efficiency in intensive farnrng, 


greater production, more attention to sheep raising and other linos largely 
neglected in the past. 
We must have better transportation facilities 


so that the producer even in the remote regions and backward states 
may have all the advantages of a ready market. 


It is thus and thus alone that this republic can acquire the ability 


to maintain its self reliance, whether in war or in peace, and to live 
within its own resources even though it were blockaded as Germany 
has been for years. We have such ,a variety of climate that we should 
be able to produce practically all that a great nation needs on our own 
soil and in our factories; but it will require driving force, organization 
;.nd a period of unparalleled activity in carrying out a great plan of 
national development which will enable us ultimately to feed, to clothe, 
to house, to employ and to protect our 100,000,000 people without de- 
pending upon any other nation for supplies or for the assistance of any 
ration's merchant marine. 


When we attain that end, we can stand before the world as pre- 


eminent in our industrial and commercial independence as we are unique 
in the glory of our constitution and the universality of our freedom.

OUR M U N I C I P A L FINANCES 


While the aldermen are engaged on 


the estimates at city hall, it may he 
pertinent to say a word in favor n! 
opposing extravagance at any point. 
As usual there are demands for more 
money for all the. departments and 
with some of the members there scorns 
to be a disposition to yield to 
these 


demands at every point. This is re- 
garded as a political move for reten- 
tion in office rather than as a con- 
servation of the best interests of the 
city.

BOSTON. Feb. 19.—At the. patriotic 


mass meeting in Tremont Temple yes- 
terday afternoon 
attended by

prominent citizens, President Wilson 
•was applauded for .severing diplomatic 
relations with Germany and it was 
made plain that, if it was found neces- 
sary for the United States to go a step 
farther and openly join the entente 
allies, that position would, also be 
enthusiastically 
endorsed.

In his introductory address

"Two weeks have passed since Pres- 


ident Wilson decided to sever diplo- 
matic relations with Germany, after

years' 
negotiations 
with that 


country marked by forbearance akin 
to sympathy on the part of President 
WiJspn and arrogance, brutality and 
deceit on the part of Germany." 


He sketched briefly the events which 


led up to the break, culminating with 
Germany's notice of Jan. yi, f that she 
was going to sink every ship that 
dared to venture into her ye If-estab- 
lished sphere. 


"This," he said, "is the country that 


has been crying- pitcously for the free- 
dom of the aeas. 
She has created a 
territory of her own in the, oceans of 
1he earth—a direct violation of the 
freedom of the seas, and carrying- with 
it the Iosg of a single American life 
is virtually a declaration of war. Eng- 
land has declared a blockade of Ger- 
man ports, but has never sunk a mer- 
chantman.
